Reparations. 


After many years a settlement of the 
problem seems to be in 
sight. To-day the representative of the 
German Kriegslastenkommission, or War 
Burdens Commission, in Paris, will 
inform the Reparations Commission that 
the German Government is prepared to 
accept the reports of the two Experts’ 
Committees as a basis of negotiation. It 
is expected in Berlin that the Germans 
will be invited to send delegates with 
full powers to Paris almost immediately 
after Easter. In the House of Commons. 
yesterday the Prime Minister paid & 
very high tribute to the work of the 
Dawes and McKenna Committees, de- 
scribing their reports as being “ unbiassed 
and carefully thought out,' and announced 
that His Majesty’s Government was ready 
to accept the Dawes report in its entirety. 
The experts, in submitting this report, it 
will be remembered, declared that it was 
to be regarded.as an indivisible whole, 
and that they would take no responsi- 
bility for it if certain ‘clauses were 
accepted while others were ignored. Mr. 
Macdonald added that on April 10th he 
had informed the other Governments con- 
cerned of the British Cabinet’s decision, 
and Mr. Stanley Baldwin assured him 
that in this step he could be certain of the 
“united support of the whole British 
people.” The Reparations Commission 
already has accepted the two reports 
unanimously, and the fact that the three 
great British parties are at one in the) 
matter is bound to make a deep im- 
pression in France.

“When Dickens died Bret Harte laid 
upon his. tomb a. “spray of Western 
pine.” On to-day’s happier occasion, when 
Master Anatole France celebrates his 
eightieth birthday, he finds himself rich 
in tributes from those whom his books 
have delighted and consoled in every Con- 
tinent. It is in the creation of character 
that writers make the surest claim on 
immortality. Scholarship and. taste are 
needed for a full enjoyment of Anatole 
France's critical essays; but the characters 
whom he has created attract us directly 
and instinctively like the light of the 
sun. We need no explanation of the Abbé 
Coignard and M. Bergeret and Sylvestre 
Bonnard. They are among the rare com- 
pany that includes Don Quixote, and Uncle 
Toby and Colonel Newcome: their be- 
getter’s genius has made them part and 
parcel of our very lives. Their appeal 
puts Mr. H. G. Wells to-day among the 
saluting throng, although in every other 
respect the warm philosopher and the arid 
maker of scientific perfections are worlds 
apart. Anatole’ France was the son 
of a bookseller, and spent his boyhood 
among books and among the humble people 
of the back-streets of Paris. He loved 
both books and -people with profound 
insight and tenderness, and he forgave 
much because he loved much. Perhaps, 
“Penguin Island,” that wonderful piece 
of sustained satire, is his greatest story, 
as “Thais” is the most terrible; but of 
them all—and he has been as voluminous 
as Scott ahd Balzac—“‘The Cook-shop 
of the Reine. Pédauque’’ will lie nearest 
to the general heart of man, since from 
its orgy of boisterous and fantastic incident 
emerges the figure of the learned, dis- 
reputable, pitiful and pitiable Jerome 
Coignard. In this bacchanalian Dr. 
Johnson we get the most intimate ex- 
pression of the mind of Anatole France. 
Like Mangan, the Master has— 


« » + ‘tears for all souls in trouble, 
Here and in Hell.”’ 


There is the other Anatole—the literary 
critic, the artist who has added a new 
and subtle note to the compass of the 
tongue of Racine and Bossuet. He belongs 
to Paris. by his easy swiftness of analysis 
and his intellectual boldness, He belongs 
to all countries through his impersonal 
outlook on the virtues and defects 
of our common humanity. In politics he 
is a pessimist and cynic and in creed 
a pagan. ‘For my part, he says through 
the mouth of the Abbé Coignard, “TI take 
little interest in what is done in the 
King’s Cabinet; for I notice that the 
course of life is in no way changed, and 
after reforms men are as before, selfish, 
avaricious, cowardly, cruel, stupid and 
furious by turns.” In “ The White Stone ” 
France puts the passionless cynicism of 
his views on religion into the mouth of 
St. Paul’s Gallio, Yet this same pagan 
loves his fellows with an ampler charity 
than we find in most Christians, and his 
heart flames at the thought of injustice 
to the meanest of them. This scorner of 
religions leapt to the defence of Dreyfus, 
crushing the Jew’s enemies with devastat- 
ing ridicule, and wrote the noblest of all 
the panegyrics of Joan of Arc. If Anatole 
France is a pessimist by education, he is 
an optimist by instinct; and, if he is an 
agnostic by conviction, he has the anima 
naturaliter Christiana. Of his style much 
has been written, but style is indefinable. 
France’s style attains its effect through 
no scintillations of brilliancy, but through 
a steady and artfully artless accumula- 
tion of the charms of sound and sense, 
and it glows with the serene beauty of 
the classics. Since Virgil's day the doubt- 
ful doom of humankind has not foand a 
more gracious expression in human speech. 
To-day the Master rests upon his laurels. 
‘We may say of him, as he says of Ulysses, 
“Happy is he who has made a prosperous 
journey. '

"“ THE STORY BROUGHT 
BY BRIGIT.’’ 


LADY GREGORY'S PASSION 


PLAY. 


Lady Gregory has put thé story of the 
Passion into Kultartan, and under the title, 
‘“The Story Brought by Brigit,” her new 
Passion Play was given its first production 
at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, last night. 
The play, which is in three acts, was very 
carefully produced, and, with very simple 
scenery, the staging was often very beautital, 
in conjunction with the costumes and the 
grouping of the players in striking tab/eauz. 


A note by Lady Gregory is printed im the 
programme, It says:—*‘ Our tradition and 
that of Gaelic Scotland speak of St. Brigit 
as ‘the foster-mother of Christ,’ and 1 have 
been told by poor women of Slieve Echtge 
that she succoured both the Blessed Mother 
and Child when they were brought here by a 
Heavenly messenger for safety in Herod's 
time, and that she ‘kept an account of every 
drop of blood He lost through His lifetime.’ 
So it is not going very far from that tradition 
to sup é may have been present at the 
end of His life, as at the beginning, and 
have told the story in her own way, as she 
had seen it in the y or in vision.” 


In other words, Lady Gregory has found 
a. excuse for giving a Kiltartan [Irish flavour 
to the narration of the Passion story in 
dramatic form. Some people like that flavour : 
others do not. It is an essential element of 
Lady Gregory’s version, and appreciation of 
this new Passion Play will vary with the 
taste for the manner of writing to which Lady 
Gregory adheres. Those with whom it agrees 
will. probably find “ The Story Brought by 
Brigit ’’ a very moving and wonderful dra- 
matic narration; and, indeed, there were 
moments in the production last night when 
no one could fail to be impressed. 


In the first act incidents preceding the trials 
of Christ are presented in a scene outside the 

ate of Jerusalem. In the second act, outside 
Pilate's palace, the bringing before Pilate 
and Herod are told. In the third, where 
the scene is the side of the road leading to 
Calvary, Christ is seen passing to his cruci- 
fixion, and the story of the Cross is told in 
words varying little from those of the Gospels. 
When the curtain falls, that darkness which 
covered all the land is cut by a ray from the 
Cross. 

Christ and His Mother are presented as 
speaking characters, with certain of the dis- 
ciples, officers and soldiers of Pilate’s guard, 
and so on; while St. Brigit and women fol- 
lowers of Christ are those through whom 
specially an Irish treatment of the story is 
stressed.

TRINITY COLLEGE BATHS. 


THE GIFT OF LORD IVEAGH. 


The need of a well-equipped bath house for 
the students in residence at Trinity College, 
Dublin, has been felt for many years. Such 
buildings did mot form any part of the design 
of the builders of the older universities, and 
it is only in recent years that they have been 

sented. at the Oxford and Cambridge 

Neges. In 1922 the Earl of Iveagh, 
Chancellor of the University of Dublin, 
generously offered to bear the expense of the 
erection and equipment of a bath house 
within the precincts of Trinity College. The 
Board of the College gladly undertook all the 
n arrangements, and after much con- 
sideration it was decided to erect a suitable 
building on the western side of Botany Bay, 
close to the walls of the Dining Hall. Messrs. 
Kaye Parry and Ross were appointed as,the 

itects, and the building, which has been 
placed in that position, after their designs, is 
in remarkably good taste and dignified in its

Care has been taken that it should be in 
keeping with the eighteenth-century buildings 
of the College and that it should be unob- 
trusive, so that it should not divert attention 
from the beautiful proportions of the Dining 
Hall. The contractors who carried out the 
work are Messrs. John Good and. Co., and 
the plumbing, etc., was placed in the ex- 
rienced hands of Messrs. Maguire and 
atchell and Messrs. Haden and Sons. The 
building is 103 feet long, and twenty baths 
dressing-rooms have been provided, with 
sev shower baths. The interior is tiled in 
the best manner and the baths are of 
‘porcelain. Owing to the contiguity of the 
site to the kitchen it has been found possible 
to arrange fora supply of hot water at all 


This munificent gift is one of many with 
which Lord Iveagh has enriched the College; 
and a simple ta IE aid in the vestibule 
sets forth in digni Latin the sense which 
the College has of his generosity. The baths 
are now open for the use of students, a special 
attendant having been placed in charge.

Training Pilots.

called ' Gentleman's Agreement,” under 
which the Japanese Government is pledged 
to refuse to allow its coolie labourers to 
emigrate te the United States. 

The Ambassador's Note points out that 
passports have only been issued ‘to those 


workers, skilled and unskilled, who have 


been previously domiciled in America and 
to their parents and wives and children 
under 20 years of age. It adds that*even 
in these cases the issue: has only been 
made following the production of definite 
proofs of identity.

Mr: Ferguson asked whether any clue had 
been found, as to the murderers: if not he 
thought it was time that they had another 
Uliver Cromwell. 

Mr. Thomas—That kind of suggestion will 
not hélp, because my hon, friend knows that 
there are difficulties in connection with this 
matter.

MEET LOSS.

A charge of fourpence will. be payable to 
the Free State Post Office on and after next 
Saturday on all parcels received in the Free 
State ffom the United States of America. 

A notice in the Dublin Gazette issued last 
night states thes the fourpence must be paid 
by the addressees, in adaition to any other 
charges payable on such parcels. 

These charges are to be made under the 
Foreign and -Colonial Parcel Post Amend- 
ment (No, 1) Warrant, 1924, and dated órd 
April, 1924, which, amongst other- things, 
states :— 

“ There shall be charged on each EEA 
parcel írom certain countries (the names o 
which shall be published from time to time 
by the Postmaster-General in ru Oifigiuil) 
a delivery charge. The amount oí such ns rge 
in each case shall be publishéd in fri 
Oifigiúil, but. shall in no case exceéd one 
shilling. Such delivery charge shall be paid 
by the addressee, in addition to any other 
charges payable on such parcel.” 

The Postmaster-General, in a conversation 
with an Jrish Times representative last night, 
said that these néw charges were made 
because of the loss incurred on parcels coming 
from some foreign countries, mainly on phere 
coming from the United States of America. 

With nearly all other countries they had 
been able to make special postal arrangements, 
but. the United States did not think fit to 
make these arrangements with the Irish Free 
State, and he believed England was in the: 
same position as the Free State. 

There was a loss of fourpence on each 

rcel that came from the U.S.A., and gs; 
his department. had hopes that it could 
arrange matters with America to collect the 
fourpence at their end, they did not succeed. 
Some of these parcels from the U.S.A. came 
via England, and they had to pay a special 
English charge that was not formerly in- 
curred becanse the parcels came direct. The 
object of the charge was to make foreign 
parcels pay their way.

The failure of the company was attributed 
to the fact that’ the business was insolvent 
when it was taken over, and to the pledging 
of the company’s credit by the late Sir John 
Stewart, whe died under unfortunate circum- 
stances in the carly part of the year, for 
matters for which the company received no 
consideration.

ANOTHER STEP. FORWARD. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
statement of the Prime Minister in the House 
of Commons. regarding. the Government's de- 
cision. oh ths experts Reports, observes :— 
The significance of the Prime Minister’s state- 
ment les in the fact that the publication of 
the reports is regarded as a new and most 
hopeful opportunity to get down once more 
to real work on the reparations problem. 
There is no need av present to consider 
minutely the details of the reports. It would, 
indeed, be entirely unprofitable to. do so, since 
the big Dawes scheme is presented as an in- 
divisible whole, which cap only be acted 
upon if it is accepted in its entirety. It 
is a case. when action is true 
vision. Those varied opportunities of 
developing and concentrated action for which 
the reports provide mean direct contact with 
the financial realities of Europé. The experts 
have blazed a trail. The Governments can 
do no better than follow. There is no other 
way and no other issue. A long series of 
political conferences culminating in the 
desperaté expedient of separate action on the 
part of one of the Powers have only made the 
situation worse. Th® solution proposed by 
the experts commends itself. to the general 
economic opinion of the world, as is shown, 
for instance, in the resolution passed a few 
days ago by the International Association of 
Chambers of Commerce. 

The plans of the experts are novel, but so 
most certainly is the present bewildering 
international situation: If the dangers of 
isolation, rivalry and growing embitterment 
are tod avoided, if the . harassed 
statesmen oí Eurédpe are really seeking 
fer some way of warding off the common 
peril by practical and intelligent joint action, 
the Experts’ reports present a unique occa- 
sion for such fresh endeavour.. There may 
be donbt.or uncertainty as to details, some 
criticism of confident calculations or ingenious 
devices. Such doubts or criticisms are, for 
the time being, irrelevant. The principal 
report is to be accepted, or rejected as a 
whole.» .What is important is that this new 
opportunity should be quickly seized for 
decisive action; and it is cheering to know 
that our own Government have noted this 
essential fact, and have hastened to grasp the 
occasion. 

In the wider sphere of the European situa- 
tion Mr. Macdonald has been in the fortunate 
position of being able to give a clear lead 
with the full consent of his country. Other 
Governments may take a longer or a shorter 


Reparation Commission makes, as it may 
shortly be expected to make, its final recom- 
mendation the Governments will be called 
upon to take definite action.. In the pre-

They are anxious to obtain advantage of 
these, and there are really few prominent in- 
dustrial, commercial, or financial authorities 
who do not believe that Germany will be able 
to pay the first instalment of the reparations 
as set down in the Dawes Report. 

A number of prominent Ruhr industrialists

Secondly, he believes the Allied 
Powers will, sooner or later, sacrifice repara- 
tions to prevent the rapid increase in tha 
power of German goods abroad, which will 
create such large markets that German ine 
dustry will rapidly obtain a dominating 
position in the world of commerce.

Mr. Macdonald, replying to Mr. Baldwin 
in the House of Commons yesterday, said that 
the Government have learnt with great satis- 
faction of the unanimous signature to the 
feports of the Committee of Experts to the 
Reparation Commission, by experts of America, 
Beigium, Italy, France an this country. 
These reports constitute, in His Majesty s 
Giovernment’s opinion, an unbiassed and care- 
fully thought-out endeavour to aid the 
Government concerned, in the task of reach- 
ing a settlement of this vital and long-stand- 
ing problem. mite 

The practical value and applicability of the 
Experts’ conclusions, and tne methods they 
recommend, have received prompt and un- 
reserved -recognition by their unanimous 
adoption by the Reparation Commission on 
April 11th, subject to the willingness of the 
German Government to collaborate in their 
execution. 

His Majesty’s Government feel that reports 
supported by such authority must command 
general assent, and that there will be a 
universal desire to use the opportunity, which 
such authoritative documents give, to end the 
existing settlement. (Cheers.) One deserves 
special emphasis. It is explicitly stated in the 
report of the first Committee that it Is an 
indivisible whole, and the signatories in 
terms renounce all responsibility if certain 

the recommendations are adopted 
and others rejected.

on the night of April 20, 1922, and for loss of 
salaries and income due to the fact that Mr, 
Blackley was compelled to leave Ireland. 

Mr. Halpin, solicitor, appeared for the 
applicant. and Mr. Costello (instructed by Mr.

He 
was also agent for a number of ertates in the 
Counties of Cavan, Westmeath and Wexford, 
and was Sub-Sheriff for County Cavan for 
almost twelve years. Threatening letters th 
he received in 1921-22 he took to Captain Gil- 
heaney, the officer then in chafge of the 
National Army in Cayan. On the night of 
April 8, 1922, he was awakened by his son, 
who informed him that a | number of men 
were outside the house. th went down- 
stairs armed with revolvers, and he told his 
son not to fire until the door was burst in. 
The raiders then attacked the house and 
opened fire. They demanded admission, 
which the witness réfused. At last the door 
was burst open, and both he and his son fired 
in defence of their lives. They shot six men. 
The bodies of three, who appeared to have 
been killed, they saw dragged down the 
avenue. There was faint moonlight, and 
thev were able to see that a score of 
raiders took part. The raiders left on bicycles 
and motors. He and his son went out and 
found a live Mille bomb on the avenue. 
authorities were informed next morning, ed 
a guard was sent out, but he was advised by 
the officer that it would be d us to 
remain in the country and to leave, which he 
did in a short time, and had not returned to 
Ireland. Making a hasty exit, he instructed 
Messrs. Anderson and Ridgeway to go to 
Drumbar and prepare a list for an a n. 
There was looting at his house and at Cavan 
railway station there was broken and 
furniture. : 

Mr. Halpin said that as regards clothing 
Mr. Blackley's recollection was confused, It 
was merely specified articles which were lost 
that were relied upon. .

There was an allegation by a railway porter 
that at the railway station at Cavan men, 
wearing the uniform of Free State soldiers, 
opened the doors of waggons containing the 
furniture and searched it, but he did not see 
them take any of it away. 

A letter was read from General O’ Duffy, 
who was in command of the Free State Army 
at the time. who said: “The raid (on the 
house) was carried out by mutinous troops, 
who were disloyal to headquarters. It was 
understood that the raid was carried out for 
arms.” 

Mr. James Simons, auctioneer, Cavan, gave 
evidence that at the sale at applicant's house 
there was pilfewng. 

Mr. Halpin said that a band of armed men 
came and attacked the applicant, and drove 
him out of the country, 

Mr. Costello said that there was no evidence 
of that and, further, the whole claim was 
preposterous.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE AND 
BUSINESS MEN. 


TO THE EITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Perhaps, after all, it is easy to under- 
stand why President Cosgrave lost his temper 
and had to find refuge in a baseless and in- 
sulting attack on the business men of the 
Saorstat. Carefully as his arrangements were 
made to rush the second reading of his Rail- 
way Bill through the Dail, he found himself 
unexpectedly faced with an unprecedented 
combination when business men and Labour 
representatives united to oprose his il. 
considered proposals. Yet even such a dis- 
concerting combination, while it may explain, 
ig quite insufficient to justify an attack which 
was as unmerited as it was indec nt. 

Not content with describing his Parlia- 
mentary colleagues, Deputies Hewat and 

, as “specimens ‘of antique furniture,” 
the Head of the State developed a gratuitous 
and venomous attack on his fellow-citizens 
who are manufacturers and merchants. In an 
amaring® phrase he pronounced his opinion 
that the usiness men of the Saorstat “ were 
more responsible than any other class in the 
community for the disorder that took place 
during the last few years. What on earth 
did he mean? During the last two years Mr. 
Cosgrave and his i she have had, and 
exercised, full civil and military contro] of 
our affairs. In exercising that control they 
have had the full and loyal su port of the 
business community, So loyally and con- 
sistently has that support been given that 
now apparently deputies and others may only 
disagree on any issue with the President at 
the risk of being rsonally abused and 
maligned. Is that Mr. Cosgrave's idea of 
conducting the business of a deliberative 
assembly? 

One wonders if the President has the least 
conception of the extraordinary difficulties 
which have met manufacturers and merchants 
at every turn during the last few years— 
difficulties arising not alone from civi! dis- 
turbances and military operations, but from 
the almost complete absence of efficient ad- 
ministration. If he knows anything of these 
difficulties, he has conveniently forgotten them. 

Another of his expedients. to raise the 
national credit is to describe his railway 
critics as the “dupes” of some secret per- 
sonal influence whom “'it is not necessary to 
name.
